Mile Championship a Loafing 
Race Decided by Finish- 
ing Rush. 



Canadian Riders Show Up Well 
With the Cracks From 
World Over. 



By Associated Press. 

Montreal, Auk. 9— The World's Cycle 
Championship meet of the International 
Cyclists' Union, tinder the auspices of 
the Canadian Wheelmen's Association, 
opened to-day on the Queen's Park 
track. The weather was beautiful, fair 
und not too warm, and there was but 
a slight wind, not heavy enough to inter- 
fere with the riders. Ten thousand peo- 
ple saw the races, ailing every scat on 
the grand stand and bleachers, and over- 
flowing un to the rails along the track. 

There was only one championship 
event on to-day's card, that at one mile, 
and it fell to Tom Somers-Gill, of Leeds 
A. C, England, who won it in a bruising 
linish from Karl Pcabody of Chicago 
and John Caldon, the Scotch champion. 
Of the other men from across the water 
Cherry, of England, was frozen out in 
the first trial heat, finishing second to 
a local rider named Boisvert. The same 
fate befel George, of South Africa, in 
the second heat. Gondson, the Austral- 
ian champion, perished in the second 
semi-final, being beaten out by Peuhoily, 
Taillandicr, the Frenchman, also being 
left in the same heat. 

The three men in the final made a 
loafing race of it. no one desiring to 
cut out the pace. Peabody was in the 
front, with Somers-Gill in second place, 
and Caldon trailing. They kept this po- 
sition until the back-stretch of the last 
round, when Caldon moved up and the 
three men came into the stretch practic- 
ally abreast. Then it was that Somers- 
Uill let himself loose. He got il lead of 
half a length and succeeded In holding it 
from Peabody, who had about the same 
the best of Caldon, who did not finish 
nearly so strongly us he did in the pre- 
liminaries, . 

The most important professional event 
was the half-mile. G. McCarthy of the 
TenByck string, Nat Butler, Carman, 
the Canadian rider, McCarthy of Toron- 
to, Major Taylor and Angus McLeod of 
Toronto were the six men who got into 
the final. There was n hair-splitting 
finish between McCarthy of St. Louis 
and Major Taylor. The latter got into 
a pocket in rounding into the stretch, 
and though he made a great hustle he 
was beaten out by McCarthy. It was 
only a matter of inches. The decision 
was so close that when announced part 
of the crowd on the stand hack of the 
wire refused to accept it. claiming that 
Taylor had won. The time was 
1 :00:15. 

In the two-mile tandem professional a 
new world's competition marl; of 3:47 3-5 
was made by the Butlers, the previous 
record being 4:01 :i-. r >. made by McDuffee 
and T.vrell in Boston. The men were 
paced by ii triplet, the Butlers coming 
out at the head of the stretch and win- 
ning prettily from MeCauloy and Bowl- 
er, while Taylor and Casey were a wheel 
back of them. 

The half-mile amateur was won by 
Lester Wilson of Pittsburg, who beat 
out Drury of Montreal. Cherry, the 
English champion, ran into the fence, 
and fell in the semi-final. 

The remaining race of the day, the 
mile novice, went to Bert Denison, of To- 
ronto, easily the best man in the bunch.

Firemen's 
Awful End 



Truck While Being Lowered 
Comes in Contact With 
Live Wire. 



Four Receive Deadly Charge and 
Fall Senseless to the 
Pavement. 



One Apparently Restored Walks 
Fifty Feet and Then Drops 
Dead. 



By AssocJuted Press. 

Omaha, Aug. !).— Four firemen lost 
their lives in a blaze to-night on an uii- 
per floor of the Mercer Chemical Com- 
pany building, at Eleventh and Harney 
streets. The fire in- itself was insignifi- 
cant, the fatalities resulting from con- 
tact with a live wire. 

When the fire hod been brought un- 
der control the firemen set to work to 
lower the big extension truck upon which 
they had been working. Suddenly there 
was a spluttering and succession of 
Hashes, such as occur when a connection 
is made- with a live wire currying a high 
voltage of electrical current. The men 
who were working at the crank lowering 
the ladder writhed in agony a moment 
and then fell to the pavement, apparent- 
ly lifeless. In lowering the ladder, it 
had come in contact with a live electric 
light wire carrying a current of 2,000 
volts. 

The injured men were at once car- 
ried to an adjoining building und doctors 
used every known means to revive them. 
One revived in a few minutes, and say- 
ing he was all right started to walk 
away. He had only gone about 50 feet 
when he dropped dead. Another showed 
signs of recovering, but when only par- 
tially rallied sank back and expired. The 
other two never showed any signs of an- 
imation, and were doubtless dead when 
picked up. 



STORM-SWEPT ISLANDS.

THE QUKIiN'S SPEECH. 

Taken in connection with Mr. Cham- 
berlain's speech in the Imperial House of 
Commons yesterday, the Queen's speech 
on the prorogation of parliament is of 
very great interest. Usually the speech 
from the throne upon such occasion is a 
document of the most perfunctory kind. 
This speech contains a declaration in re- 
gard to the Transvaal, which could have 
heen placed in it only for the purpose of 
directing the attention of the world in 
the most emphatic fashion of the de- 
termination of the British government 
to champion to the utmost the case of the 
Uitlanders. It remains to be seen if 
President Kruger will continue his re- 
actionary policy, in view of this pro- 
nounced declaration. Great Britain can 
not recede from the position thus as- 
sumed. 

The mention of the work done by the 
pence conference is pleasant to sec, be- 
cause it is an official recognition that the 
Czar's laudable efforts were not fruit- 
less. We are yet a long distance from 
disarmament, but a very decided impe- 
tus hps heen given to the principle of 
international arbitration, and something 
has been done towards mitigating the 
horrors of war. 

The reference to India shows how far- 
reaching are the responsibilities of em- 
pire. Conditions must be quite serious 
as regards the crop outlook when they 
are deemed sufficiently so to call for 
mention in the Queen's speech. 



RAILWAY SUBSUMES. 

In the act giving subsidies to certain 
railways just passed in parliament are 
three new provisions which are valuable. 
One of them enables the government to 
secure other companies running rights 
over the subsidized lines; another gives 
the government control of the rates, and 
a third provides that the railways shall 
afford certain facilities for the carriage 
of mails, men anil material for govern- 
ment use over their lines, the rate to be 
fixed by the governor-in-councii in the 
event of the companies and the, depart- 
ment immediately concerned not being 
able to agree upon it. In referring to 
these new features the Province men- 
tions that the Conservative government 
when in power made no such reserva- 
tions. This is quite true, but all that 
is demonstrated thereby is that Canada 
is beginning to understand the railway 
problem much better than it was under- 
stood a few years ago. The time was, 
and it was not so very remote, when 
every one looked upon railway construc- 
tion as something in the nature of a 
favor to the country, for which it was 
hardly possible for the government to do 
too much in return. But we are all 
Wiser now. While it is yet realized 
that to secure the prompt opening of 
valuable districts it is necessary to give 
public assistance to private enterprises, 
it is also known that this aid is a mat- 
ter of bargain, and hereafter there will 
be no bald subsidies without some com- 
pensating obligation on the part of the 
companies. If the Conservatives did 
not include in their subsidy acts such 
provisions as those referred to, neither 
did the Liberals ever suggest that they 
ought to be included. Both parties were 
much alike in their view of the subsidy 
problem. 

DASTARDLY TACTICS. 

The News-Advertiser attempts to stir 
up sectionalism by representing to the 
people of Now Westminster thnt the op- 
position to Mr. Henderson is being en- 
gineered from Victoria. The News-Ad- 
vertiser would bo much better occupied 
in explaining how Mr. Cotton came to 
be charged with the deliberate falsifica- 
tion of the records of the Executive 
Council. Its statement in regard to the 
opposition to Mr. Henderson is utterly 
false, and the Vancouver paper know it 
.was false when it published it. 
Ho far from any oiil- in Victoria being 



concerned in working up opposition in 
the Royal city, there is a singular ab- 
sence of any movement of that kind 
here. Before expressing its views upon 
this subject on Tuesday last the Colonist 
took the trouble to consult as many 
prominent members of the opposition 
party as possible, and the opinion held 
by them all was that the matter ought 
to be left wholly in the hands of the 
New Westminster people. Since that 
conclusion was published in the Colonist 
olher friends of the opposition have en- 
dorsed it heartily. It would be an un- 
warrantable piece of impertinence, as 
Well as exceedingly bad politics, for the 
people of Victoria to attempt to dictate 
tu the people cif New Westminster as to 
what they ought to do. 

The course which the News-Advertiser 
has seen lit to take in this matter is un- 
worthy the personal organ of a member 
of a dying government. Utterly foiled 
in their effort to persuade the opposition 
to lend them some one to give them new- 
life, the government has resorted to the 
basest of all tactics, namely, an attempt 
to stir up sectionalism. 'That in so doing 
it insults the intelligence and independ- 
ence of the people of New Westminster 
does not appear tu have occurred to the 
News-Advertiser. Three time in less 
than as many weeks have the plans of 
the government plotters been frustrated. 
First, they hoped that by ejecting the At- 
torney-General, who alone kept them in 
power last session, they would present 
an unbroken front. In this they were 
disappointed, for the caucus had hardly 
adjourned, and Mr. Scmliu's boast that 
his whole parly were solidly behind him 
had hardly been made public, when one 
of their most prominent supporters re- 
pudiated them utterly. Their next hope 
was thai they would be able to sec 
opposition support. In this they failed 
ignominiously. Then they flattered 
themselves that they could bribe the elec 
torate of New- Westminster by giving th 
vacant portfolio to Mr. Henderson. Mr. 
Semliu returned home on Saturday, 
bringing with him assurance that when 
the new attorney-general offered for ri 
election he would not be opposed. To 
their dismay, this nice laid scheme has 
fallen through, and they now know that 
not only will be be opposed, but that hi 
defeat is already assured. Nothing i 
therefore left than an appeal to section- 
alism. Victoria would not save them, 
the Finance Minister's paper leads off in 
an anti-Victoria campaign. Such tac- 
tics are foredoomed to defeat. All that 
the News-Advertiser wul accomplish will 
be to dig still more deeply the grave in 
which Mr. Cotton and the government 
will be buried by an indignant elector 
ate. 



there is greater promise of a speedy 
conclusion of hostilities than now seems 
likely, the people may refuse to permit 
the war to continue. There are usually 
men ready to volunteer for any sort of 
service, but we take leave to doubt 
whether very many can be found tu 
lend their services for the prosecution 
of such campaigns as that which Gen- 
eral Otis has been carrying on. If the 
necessary number of men cannot hi- got. 
by volunteering, the war must he ended, 
for a conscription to carry on operations 
abroad will not be tolerated by the 
people for an hour. The outlook is 
very serious, ami we think the British 
people will unanimously regret it, and 
will join in the hope that the adminis- 
tration may shortly rise to an apprecia- 
tion of the very grave problem which 
it has in hand, and devise a means of 
solving it. 

The News-Advertiser feels able to sup- 
port Mr. Henderson "under the circum- 
stances." That's about the size of it. 



THE PHILIPPINE CAMPAIGN. 

The news from the Philippines is not 
pleasant reading to Canadians, and must 
be almost infuriating to the people of 
the United States. Canadians do not 
like to hear of the soldiers of a kindred 
people being sacrificed in a campaign 
which is productive of nothing. But 
the people of the United States will be 
enraged when they come to know the 
truth The most significant piece of 
information made public is the refusal 
of the Washington volunteers to fight 
British Columbians know the boys o 
Washington very well, anil will not be 
lieve that when such splendid fellow: 
refuse to obey their commanding officer, 
they are actuated by cowardice or (lis 
loyalty. There is nothing sadder in tin 
annals of warfare than to see these 
brave young men, who sprang to tin 
front in answer to their country's call, 
broken in spirit by a fruitless campaign 
against a crafty foe, anil, still worse, 
against a deadly climate. When the 
stuff of which Western boys are made 
flinches, there must be something very 
serious the matter. 

We fear the people of the United 
States permitted themselves to be 
ceived by what was after all not a very 
remarkable affair. When Admiral 
Dewey sailed into Manila harbor ami 
gained a hi Iless victory over an in- 
ferior foe, bis fellow-countrymen simply 
lost their heads. In the language of the 
street, they looked upon the Philippines 
as a snap. This notion was confirmed 
by the comic papers, which have more 
influence upon public opinion in the 
United States than they ought to pos- 
sess. While hundreds of young men 
were being struck down by the bullets 
of the Filipinos or were succumbing to 
the climate, the funny papers were 
making a joke of the whole matter. It 
is proving the ghastliest kind oT a joke. 
In fifteen months practically no progress 
has been made towards the subjugation 
of the islands. The United States 
forces hold less territory than the Span- 
iards did. The revolt of Agulnaldo is 
no nearer suppression than it was when 
Dewey sailed into Manila bay. There 
will be a terrible day of reckoning for 
the men who are responsible for this. 
The truth of the matter is that Presi- 
dent McKinley is displaying in the 
presidential chair the same want of pur- 
pose as marked his career as governor 
of Ohio. Personally an honest and 
well-meaning man, he lacks force of 
(diameter and is easily influenced. He 
should have got rid of his secretary of 
war months before he did. The ag- 
gressive policy which the new secretary 
announces ought by this time to have 
been bearing some fruit. An unfortu- 
nate feature of the case is thnt the chief 
point which every one seems to have in 
mind in discussing the future of opera- 
tions in the Philippines is the effect they 
will have on the next presidential cam- 
paign. The new secretary declares that 
50,000 men and as many more as shall 
be found necessary will be sent across 
the Pacific to subdue the islands; bul 
he may be reckoning without the people 
when he says this. Unless in the opera- 
tions to be begun lifter the rainy .season 
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Col. Prior's remarks on the omission 
of the government to provide any rail- 
way subsidies for British Columbia are 
reproduced from Hansard in ibis morn- 
ing's Colonist. They are worthy of at- 
tentive perusal, anil we shall refer to 
them again. 

A street which calls for early atten- 
tion at the hands of the city council is 
Bastion. Ninety per cent, of all the 
people who come to Victoria use that 
street. It is what gives them their lirst 
impression of the city. Thai impression 
cannot be favorable, while the street is 
in its present condition. 

A further fall of 1 per coin, in British 
Columbia inscribed stock is reported 
from London. We are sorry to see this, 
for it shows that there is distrust of 
British Columbia in the money market. 
That this distrusi is unfounded cannot 

he denied, but its existei shows the 

folly or placing in power a party which 
adopts a policy of repudiation, and pass- 
es legislation that disturbs business. 

The World, speaking of local politics, 
says: '"These be parlous times." The 
dictionaries give two meanings to the 
word parlous, and the local government 
is so made up that both of them fit the 
ease. With such a premier as Mr. Seni- 
lin, the situation is indeed parlous, ac- 
cording to definition No. 1, and to make 
such a man'as Mr. Henderson attorney- 
general is parlous, according to definition 
No. 2. 



The Times says a rule is to be promul- 
gated by the government to the effect 
that no one shall work in a coal mine 
who cannot read anil understand the 
Coul Mines Regulation Act. If this is 
so, it will be very hard upon a great 
many deserving white miners. It would 
be bad enough to declare that a miner 
must be able to read the act. This would 
disqualify quite a number of them. But 
when it comes to requiring them to un- 
derstand it, there may be some doubt if 
a qualification is not to be insisted on 
which some members of the government 
themselves cannot meet. Whether the 
regulation will provide that the benchers 
or some of the judges shall examine the 
miners as to their understanding of the 
law, we are not advised.

POSTAL INEFFICIENCY. 

Parsimony of Ottawa Government 
Greatly Troubling Residents 
in Far North. 

From the Yukon Sim. 

We are sorry that we cannot say any- 
thing kind of the postal service to the 
Yukon, but really it is an aggravation. 
When the N. W. M. P. could carry the 
mails last winter we had a service at 
which we could not grumble. And that 
reminds us that the N. W. M. P. have 
not yet received pay for that work. But 
here' in the broad daylight of a uightless 
month we cannot get our mails han- 
dled with reasonable despatch. 

Whole ages seem to roll around before 
letters mailed line get to their destina- 
tion. Men become "feeble, helpless and 
old" before an answer comes bind;. They 
feel lb. il all their friends have died or 
become blind when waiting for the long- 
expected letters. 

All winter long we yearned for 
and papers that never cnnie 
spring opened we expected 
Letters did conic, a nil inter 
newspapers begun to arrive, 
sack of wet pulp was poured mil here 
by the disgusted officials. They plough- 
ed through tin' fragments and discovered 
that their dales were August, 1898, and 
all I he months since then. Then the of- 
ficial wrath anise, and they were cast 
out. 

Then whole warehouscfuls of papers 
begun to arrive, seventy-live and a hun- 
dred sacks at a time. They, loo, were 
dated from about August, 1S98, and so 
on. From them we leurn thai the Span- 
ish-American war is over, and other late 
news. 

A long-suffering public will stand much 
but the mail service is a vital matter, 
and trifling with it will cause trouble. 
Isolated as we are, the least the depart- 
ment or the governuienl can do is to 
give us as good a mail service as it can. 
If it fails to do I his, it must be held 
accountable. 

The (rouble is that the department is 
trying to do the work too cheaply, and 
it suffers in consequence. Fortunately, 
we can say in reference to the mail, when 
it does get here it is given to the pub- 
lic as fast as possible. But, again, the 
department is too economical, for it does 
not pay the local postofllce officials 
enough for their work.

A variety of subjects were discussed 
at a meeting of the council of the Brit- 
ish Columbia board of frnde held last 
evening, with the vice-president, Mr. L. 
ti. McQuade, in the chair, and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen present: Messrs. 
Simon Leiser. (i. A. Kirk. T. W. Pater- 
son. D. It. Kcr, C A. Holland, J. .T. 
Shallcross, F. C. Davidge and C. E. 
Renouf. 

The secretary of the Vancouver board 
wrote, acknowledging the receipt of a 
letter from the Victoria board in respect 
to the Atlin excursion, and stated that 
it had been laid on the table until it 
could be ascertained how many members 
would attend. 

The same writer forwarded a resolu- 
tion passed by the Vancouver board, and 
asked that it he endorsed. The resolu- 
tion follows: 

" Whereas, mi account of the develop- 
ment which has taken place in the Sitnil- 
kameen mining district, it is desirable 
that the road from Hope to Princeton 
should be completed at once, in order to 
ntTord better and cheaper communication 
with the district than at present. The 
part of the road requiring to be built is 
about I'll miles, and this board would 
urge upon the government the desirabil- 
ity of affording this assistance to the de- 
velopment of the country." 

The resolution was endorsed. 
It was decided to call Tor lenders for 
tile printing of 3.000 copies of the 
hoard's annual report, the tenderers also 
t.i slate the price at which they would 
supply each extra thousand required. 
Tin- vice-president was authorized to 
award the contract to the lowest ten- 
derer. The book will contain maps of 
life province and mining districts, and 
also a number of illustrations.

The chairman said he understood that 
the grievance had been settled, but Mr. 
Simon I^-iser pointed out thai it was still 
very much unsettled. The t'nited 
States government ollleials were si ill col- 
lecting duty on fruit and vegetables 
passing through American territory on 
the way to the Yukon, ami shippers 
were compelled to pay both freight and 
duty before they could gel their papers 
from the officials of the White Pass rail- 
! way at Victoria or Vancouver. The only 
concession was that the railway com- 
pany, who were doing their best under 
the circumstances, accepted merchants' 
letters guaranteeing the- amount. To 
get around this, Victoria merchants 
were buying their fruit anil vegetables 
for tin- Yukon in San Francisco. But 
even then every obstacle was placed in 
the way by the customs officers at Skag- 
way. the bills of lading from San Fran- 
cisco having to be forwarded with the 
goods ami the stipulation made that the 
goods should only be forwarded from 
Victoria to Skagway in American steam- 
ers. 

This brought up the right of Ameri- 
can steamers lo navigate British waters 
between the Sound and Alaska. Mr. Ker 
pointing out that Canadian vessels were 
required to call at the first port in 
Alaska and take on a customs oQicer, 
who remained with tlie vessel and was 
paid by the company all the time the ves- 
sel was in A rienn waters. On the 

other band. American vessels passed 
through Canadian waters without an 
officer, and sold liquor just as though 
they were in American territory. There 
was another law, too, Mr. Ker pointed 
out, which if enforced might bring the 
Americans to time. This wns the law 
requiring the inspection of foreign fruit 
upon its entry into Canada. An officer 
could be stationed at Log Cabin, wilh 
authority to open every box of Ameri- 
can fruit bound for the Yukon. This 
would more than offset the delay to 
Canadian fruit at Skagwny. 

The discussion led the members to be- 
moan the fact that an nil-Canadian route 
to the Yukon had not been provided. 

Messrs. Ker and Leiser were appoint- 
ed a committee to mnke representations 
to Ottawa in respect to difficulties placed 
in the way of British Columbia trade by 
American officials at Skagway, and sug- 
gest a remedy. 

The C. P. N. Co.. in reply to a com- 
plaint made by the board in respect to 
transportation facilities on the northern 
route, stated that they were giving a 
service that met with the approval of 
the travelling public 

This led Mr. Shallcross to speak at 
some length on the necessity of improv- 
ing the service on all the routes from 
Victoria, including tlie Vancouver, New 
Westminster, West and East Const and 
Northern routes. With frood steamers 
he believed the trade with nil points 
could be greatly increased. One of his 
suggestions was that the street railway 
should be extended right to the outer 
wharf, another that a wharf should be 
built nt Oak Bay, where passengers 
could be landed from the Vancouver 
tentner, and thus save an hour. As to

THE RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

Colonel Prior Champions the Claims of 
British Columbia. 

In the course of the debate on the rail- 
way subsidies bill Colonel Prior said: 

"Mr. Chairman, us this seems to be 
a general discussion on the subsidies the 
government have brought down, 1 wish 
to say a few words before the motion is 
put. Oil looking over the subsidies, I 
lind that the huge amount of nearly $7,- 
000,000 is asked for railways, all the 
way from 100 miles in length to 'J, ti, 1) 
miles, and even to one-six ty-six hun- 
dredths of a mile— a little over a Uulf- 
mile. I do not know why subsidies are 
given to lines like these, because I can- 
not believe that they could not get capi- 
tal to build those small lines, if they will 
pay. In looking over all those subsidies, 
I lind there are large amounts given to 
every province except one— British Co- 
lumbia. That seems to me very strange, 
There is not one single dollar given to 
a railway in the province of British Co 
lumbia. I may say, Mr. Chairman, that 
I (irmly believe in the policy of aiding 
railways, either by land jrants or by 
subsidies of money. I know that in a 
country like Canada, especially in tin; 
more unsettled portions of Canada, it is 
impossible to get private enterprise to 
lake hold cf those undertakings and to 
open up the country as they should be 
opened up, without government assist 
mice. For years past huge sums of in on 
ey have been expended in the older prov 
inces, nearly altogether. They iiav< 
been spoon-fed by the government in sub 
sidized roads, until now almost the wholi 
country is honeycombed with railroads 
But, sir, that is very far from the en si 
in the West, and I think it is time that 
the government came to the conclusion 
thai British Columbia and the .North 
— I ii in speaking mure particularly 
British Columbia— are to get their 
fair share of any public moneys going. 
1 may say there is no richer portion of 
the country than that same province of 
British Columbia. 1 do not wish 1

FOREIGNERS IN JAPAN. 

Annoyances to Which They May Be 
Subjected Under New Treaties. 

Yokohama, July 20.— Life among foreign- 
ers here, under the new treaties, is pro- 
gressing as smoothly as under the old, 
and the fears of those who imagined that 
on the 17th of July, when we passed under 
Japanese Jurisdiction, tumbrils would be 
backed against our doors and all foreign- 
ers carted away to ju'.l, have not been jus- 
tified. 

Some attribute the claim to the fact that 
because the French ami Austro-Hungarlun 
treaties do not go Into force until August 
4, the Japanese government Is simply 
asleep mull that .bile, knowing that In 
case of any difficulty the "most favored 
nation" clause can be availed of by other 
treaty powers. But the simple truth Is 
that the higher officials are genuinely anx- 
ious that no trouble shall arise either nfter 
or before that dale. Japan is summon- 
ing all hor energies, backed by her pride, 
to show to the Western world that she Is 
equal to her new responsibility, and to de- 
serve her new position iu the family of na- 
tions. There will therefore be uo trouble 
If those high In authority can prevent It. 

The chief difficulty, as nearly us all now 
concede, will come from petty officials, who, 
unfortunately, are the ones with whom for- 
eigners come Into close and dally contact. 
These are, Indeed, carefully Instructed by 
their superiors to use the utmost discretion 
in dealing with aliens, but, as is the case 
everywhere, men are liable to use what 
they do not possess. The troubles antici- 
pated will mil come from the Japanese be- 
cause they nre Japanese, but because they 
are human. 

(if the possibilities In store from the 
cause, ami of the lengths to which annoy- 
ances may he carried, a recent occurrence 
In Osaka furnishes illustration. A foreign 
lady out fur a walk with her little daugh 
tor was slopped by a policeman, ' who, 
pointing in tin- girl's bare arms. Insisted 
that she should 1"- taken borne ami pro 
perly dressed. In the native crowd which 
gathered was a Japanese boy stark naked 
with others of various ages and both sexes 
iu a slate of send nudity. While then- Is 
no doubt that tin- over-zealous official will 
have to suffer severely for this exercise of 
his •ilttle brief authority," the matter hns 
aroused general comment, :is well as a 
great denl of fun. among the foreign com- 
munity In all parts of the country. 
Mingled with I he fan, however, there I.- 
much Indignant and caustic criticism, ac- 
tuated by fear that this may be only the 
beginning of the petty troubles which arc 
to make the foreigner's life miserable. 

On the other bund, the earnest desire of 
i be bends nf the government to avoid fric 
lion is manifest In many eager und sir 
eessful attempts on" their part to bring th 
foreign elements Into close and cordial ri 
lilt Ions with the natives. The governor o 
this ken, and the mayor of the city, with 
this purpose in view, have Just Issued in 
vltatlons lo u garden party on a grand 
scale, while In Osaka and Kobe, on occa 
slons of tun turning over of the foreign 
concessions to Japanese control, formal 
ceremonies wen- held and speeches made, 
In wlleh the must friendly sentiment pro 

vailed on both sides. All things mider 

od, while some freely predict that In leal 
than a year Japan will be heartily sjck ol 
her new bargain, the general view Is that 
the best of augerles attend the opening of 
the new era. 

Americans here are fooling humiliated by 
the fact thai one of their countrymen; 
reversely emulating Commodore Perry, Is 
the first, In the new order of things, to 
bring upon himself the heavy hand of Jap- 
anese Justice. Revision day was scarcely 
five hours old when a cold blooded murder 
was committed upon an American named 
Ward by another named Miller; the latter 
adding two Japanese women to the number 
of his victims. The trial will he watched 
with great interest, as the first to show 
Japanese methods of criminal procedure 
with foreigners.

London, Aug. 9.— Parliament was 
prorogued at - o'clock this afternoon by 
royal commission. The Queen's speech 
contained the following statements: 
'• My Lords and Gentlemen: 

"My relations with other powers con- 
tinue friendly. 

" The conference summoned by the 

Kniperor of Russia l nsider measures 

for the promotion and maintenance of 
peace, has completed its sittings. Al- 
though the result of its deliberations 
may not fully correspond with the lofty 
aim which it was summoned to accom- 
plish, it has met with a considerable 
measure of success. The institution of 
a permanent tribunal of arbitration can- 
not tail to diminish the frequency of 
war, while the extension of the Geneva 
convention will mitigate its horrors." 

After a reference to the conclusion of 

the Anglo-French convention on the 
subject of the Nile valley and the Anglo- 
RtlRsian convention in regard to railway 
enterprise in China, the speech con- 
tinues: 

""We have received a petition from a 
considerable number of my subjects re- 
siding in the South African Republic, 
praying my assistance to obtain the re- 
moval of grievances and disabilities of 
which they complain. The position of 
my subjects in South Africa is incon- 
sistent with the promise of equal treat- 
ment whereupon my grant of internal 
independence to that republic was 
founded, and the unrest caused thereby 
is a constant source of danger tn the 
pence and prosperity of my dominions 
in South Africa. Negotiations on the 
subject with the government of the 
South African Republic have been en- 
tered into, and arc slill proceeding."
